PROMISING STRIKE. 

Good News of Quartz Discovery in 
Oiniiieca Country. 

Vancouver, May 25.— (Special)— S. Ar- 
dcn Siuglehurst was a panseuger on the 
steamer Queen City from northern Brit- 
ish Columbia lust night. He is mine 
manager for Howard (lould, son of tho 
hito Jay Gonhl, of .\ew Y'ork. He 
brings the news of a very rich striko 
on Mr. Gould's proiierty in Omineca, 
known os tho Ptarmigan. Mr. Single- 
hurst said he had been sinking a shaft 
on the lead, which had been getting 
wider and rlchj-r as depth was attained. 

On reaching the hundred-foot level he 
had to crosscut the vein, which proved 
to be 10 feet wide. They had then sam- 
pled the vein right across its face and 
this assay had resulted as follows: Five 
hundred ounces in silver, 4 per cent cop- 
per, and 2 ounces In gold. If this rich- 
ness is maintained, it will be a second 
Comstock, and the biggest winner in 
the province. Mr. Siuglehurst says thot 
be believes that he has an enormous 
body of very rich ore, lor the vein has 
been growing gradually richer from the 
surface, indicating that he has not 
struck a rich pocket. <Hc says the strike 
has caused much excitement in Omln- 
eco and Pnt Clarke and others are bond- 
ing nil the properties they can get hold 
of. ^Ir. Gould has several properties ho 
is developing, having 60 men in all 
working at the present time. A wagon 
road is being built to the nearest ship- 
ping point, and now that thoy are sure 
they have a mine n large gang of men 
will bo pnt on and ore shipped at tho 
earliest possible convenience.

THE NEXT CONFLICrr. 

Mr. James J. Hill says that tho next 
great transportation conflict will be for 
tho trade of the Orient. Jle is of the 
opinion that the Pacific Northwest will 
capture the most of it, hut he does not 
lose sight of the serious opposition that 
will have to be encountered. Europe 
has n choice of two routes to the Orient, 
beside that across America, namely via 
the Suez Canal and via Cape Horn. The 
Atlantic seabonrd of the United States 
has the Horn route e<iua!ly available 
with Europe. These considerations will 
make it imperative for the great trans- 
portation companies, which aim at do- 
ing business across tho racific, to 
atrongtheii all their carrying facilities. 
Mr. Hill showed almost a year ago that 
he was alive to the netcssitics of the 
case, and he began tho construction of 
great freight ships. The Canadian Pa- 
cific is equally on the alert, ami its oec-au 
fleet is to be stronBly reinforced. 

The development of this trade will 
nu>an much for northern Canada, for a 
line to the north of the Canadian I'a- 
eifio and reaching the coast in the neigh- 
borhood of Port Simpson, or even furth- 
er south, would lave easier grades than 
•any other transcontinental railway, and 
■a shorter trans-r'acilic ferry, it is (luite 
possible that the keenness of competition 
may make it desirable for Pacific liners 
to make a port on Vancouver island 
their terminus, making connection by 
fast car ferry Wth the lines on the 
Mainland. 

We are likely to witness in the Pacilic 
Northwest verj- great activity during the 
nc>xt few years, now tliat the trouble in 
China seems to liave come to an end.

If tlwre weri' 
land across the Culf of Cii'orgia. no 
railway would stop until it reached \'ic- 
toria or some other seaport on the is- 
land. But the water is no obstacle. It 
affords the cheapest possible roadbed for 
the conveyance of cars, and car-ferr;age 
is no longer an exi>eriment. We there- 
fore feel that the iutercst of Victorlei 
in the development of trans-Pacific com- 
mer<-e is a verj* lively one. and that we 
have just as good a chance of bfiieliting 
largely by it as we would if our city 
were on the Mainland.

{fho foilowins very able paper wiis 1 
reaU by Mr. 11. K. Gos.ioll bi-fori' tho 
Just mcetiug o£ the British Empire 
league iu this city aud i:i publislu'd by 
special miuest o£ the meuubors present: 
Mr. Chairman, Ladies auU Geutlemen: 

The title which I have chosen for thii 
eTeniug's paper ia "Some Practical 
Phases of a Great Question." As a pre- 
liminary to my remarlce, I wish to say 
that there aro certain restrictions and 
liniitalions imposed upon the expression 
of opinion by public oflieials on politienl 
subjects, and as a consequence, there 
always exists in such cases u smnse of 
delicacy and restraint which hampers 
their treatment. Now, 1 am goiui,' to 
assume the responsibility of discuseinK 
freely and frankly certain matters, and 
if there might appear to be the color of 
partisanship, here and there, it will 
merely be incidental to the topics dis- 
cussed and not for the punwso either of 
giving oGTeuce or of adding weight to 
party consideiations In any sense whnt- 
fCOVer. ThoBe of you who are person- 
ally familiar with the hititory of Uauiul- 
liln public (iffiilrs for the past twenty 
years must uniler^tniid that the seiili- 
meiit of Imperial unity has liad more or 
less of party nftiiiatious, and it is (inite 
J19 liupossilile to se^repate a preat polit- 
ical movenieiit from such associations as 
it would be to write a liit<tory of the 
Transvaal witliont inipartinj; lo Majnlia 
Hill a strong political sipnilicance; or to 
(leal intelligently with the inuilern Sou- 
dan caini)aif;us without involving to 
some extent tlie political reputation of n 
great statesman. 

1 take a peculiar inlorest in the ntijects 
of the British Kinpire League and wcd- 
coiued the organization of a brani'h ii\ 
Victoria inasuiueli as I was closely as- 
sociated with tlie Imperial h^ederation 
League in Canada almost from the out- 
set ; and I refer t>i my ciiiineetiiin with it 
not for the purpose of unduly olitruding 
my own personality hut to explain in 
some iiieasure the faith that is in me. 
.md as an apology, even thniigli it be 
nn ilisuf fieient mn'. for nceejiting the in- 
vitation to read a paper on this occas- 
nion. 

The objects of the Imperial Federa- 
tion League were practically iileutical 
with those of our present organization, 
which may be regarded, if not as one 
and the same, at least as its legitimate 
tind immediate t;uccessnr. 'I"lu' cliange of 
name was largely one of expediency 
rather than to denote dissimilarity iiv, or 
ili>parture from, principles or methods. 
The nam<» " Imperial Federation 
League" suggr'Stcd in itsidf too mtieh a 
definite sohitiou of the problem of its 
propaganda, whereas tliat of "Tiritish 
Empire I^>ugne." while rniitc ■.".s com- 
prehensive, suggests ratiiei tlie object iu 
view withnut iiidieatiiig what slioiild be 
the exact natur(> of tlie cuitcMiu'. I do 
not know whether I havf made tlie dis- 
tinction quite cVenr, but at all events 
there is such a ilistiiictinn and therein 
lies practically the only drt"t'erence he- 
tween tlii' two <irgaiiizations. If you look 
at thepersounei of the cenTral coniniittee 
of the Britisli Knipire League you will 
find it ineUules tin' names of men who 
were- prominent in the councils of the 
Imxierial Eerteration Lengne for twenty 
years or ninrp, iiiea whr. were the pion- 
eers and mainstays of the inoveinent 
during a critical formative stai.'e of its 
lii^rtoiT- 

It is not an uncoinmipn impression in 
many parif; of Canaila. and I shall not 
even exci'pt \"ictoria from the list of 
Iilaccs, where sueli an impression I'xists, 
that the lmp<-rial Federation Leagiii' 
riled a natural death superinduced hy in- 
ertia, inaiiiiiiai anil inutility. It is 
not dead, lujwever. It lives stronger 
tl-.au vV'^r in tho recognition of those 
princi[di's wbi<di to-diiy dominate the 
ipolitical nliouglit of the Empire aud for 
the existence of which iu their present 
lusty and robust development it niURt 
accept a large share of responsibility 
and credit. That the Imperial Federa- 
tion Eeaguc was a child born OUt Of 
.»ieason. iiideliuit" anil vague in its aspir- 
ntions. and defective in its functional 
<-irgan'ry.ation, is absolutely niid wholly 
a misariprelieiision. It is trne that it 
has enieri d ;i new phase Of its career, 
has incorporated fresh elements of isup- 
lioit. and adapted itself to the changed 
eoiidrtions which it was itself instru- 
mental in bringing about: but it is Mill 
ii living and imteiilinl entity. It has 
tiimply eoncluded one chapter ;n the 
fitory of a remarkable polilieul evolution 
to which the hi»torian will ^%•rite ' linis" 
at no distant date. In Canada the germs 
of iwlitical uuiiy Wvru jdnnteU in the 
Constitutinnol Act of ITUl, and \yilli 
KesponsMble Government in 1S48, Con- 
federation in lS(j", the conipli'tiou of the, 
C. P. U. in ISH."), nnd our contribution 
to Imperial defence in \W0, we have 
morked ili.stinct stages iu urgann: 
jjruvvth that will naturally and inevit- 
ably attain a gloriou.s maturity in due 
time. 

In the records of the nnu teeiitli ceii- 
tnrv, which has Wn cnlleil lbi> •'wonder- 
ful" bv the eminent evolutionist \\ allace 
there "is nothing of gruater pniclical 
interest lo us as Canadians nnd HritiKh- 
ers or of more remarkabli- cliuriicter 
than the rapid development of our na- 
tional life thi-uugh varieil phases ui ex- 
lierience towards a iiolilical ideal. li 
Avouhl in importance weigh against all 
the previous nine hundred years during 
which the Hag of Kngland waved alott 
among the enibUMiis of nations; and like

To one fumiliar 
with Canadian historj- siuco i;oufoder.i- 
tiou that titio best suggested the mental 
attitude of the Canadian people of tuo 
time to which I refer. It suggested then 
to my mind and more strongly now ihau 
ever before, the vision of cros3-road«, 
each bearing a finger-board pointing its 
way, each alluring, oacU in line with the 
aspirations o£ a race, each portentous 
and problematical. Here yuuug Canada 
lingered for some time, now drawn hith- 
er and now thither, listening to echoes of 
the alleged voices of destiny as they re- 
verberated in the vistas of these three 
possible futures. Ill one we recognized 
the oracular tones of an Oxford profess- 
or, proclaiming that geography made 
this continent one and indivisible, tha'. 
nature had erected its barriers against 
intercottr&e aud community of interest 
between east and west, and that the 
lines of least resistance were all from 
north to south. In anotHer we bear-t 
the voices of youth, confidence and e\ 
ultation spoken as if by the fair godduss 
of I''reedoiu wad our pttlses <iuickenea 
with antlcipatton of a new era of Cun- 
adiauism. Ia the other the Volc?« wore 
distant, but kindly, miiiKled wtUi a music 
of a pnst, a melody that was rich with 
the flavor of tradition ami it si-rniei'. '.r. 
come from a far off shore wh.ere tho 
heroes of the siege of Quebec, C lutcj 
Empire Loyalists, the pionce'.'B frotr. thv 
Mother-land and the fathwrs ot C-mf-Ml- 
eration all sang in uniso nnd wher(5 
tin- shades of our lllustrio.as were beckon 
iug; and a voice that Ve recognizod as 
the' voice of Wisdom saM, "Take Hiis 
rond." Although ali did not then hear 
that voice or hear 'iilik«, in the end the 
voice of Wisilom p.rcralled, ni«^ Gunad:i 
took that road and has since trodden ae 
immeasurable distance towanls its er. 1. 
Our prayer is '.hat we may never fa.Uci 
or fall short o^ that our true destiny. 

It was at thisTieriod of doubt and 
dallying tl'.M tUe Imperial Federation 
I>?ague caaie in*o prominence, tt was 
that whicn spoltc in the garb of wisdom. 
Although to-day sentiment seems to be 
irrevoca.bty fixed In one direciinn tho 
forces •which tended to draw tis on in 
anothi.T were very strong and our f aie 
fteem-id for a time to hang in the bi - 
ance . On the one side the people of the 
Rct^ublic t« the south endeavored to ox 
cite our pnvy and admiration— not by 
honeved words and sedurfitre ways, ba» 
lo- fl"aumlng -their greatness in our face 
and siriiling contemptuously at our nn- 
Mophisiicated youthfulnefia. Through a 
mistaken 'belief in the inevitableness ot 
a common destiny, they sought to force 
us to seelc for admission to the Union 
by denying our people access to their 
niaxkets and to the benefitfl of their dc 
vclopmeut. It was a powerful lover. 
Ttiat was a time when many Canadians 
viewed with despair the pros[)ects of re- 
maining apart from the United States. 
'ITiat great notion overshadowed nil 
their hopes of hacoming either an ind-- 
pendent nation or of achieving an ac- 
knowledRed place as a dependency of 
Great Britain. No effort was spareil to 
foster the belief that with annexation 
would com© the quickening and enter- 
prise necessary to populate the coutitry, 
develop latent resources aud lift us out 
of the slough of despond up to the same 
plane of prosperity then enjoyed by tn-i 
nation south. '•Why light ag.iiiist gio- 
graidiy ami destinyT' was t In- c-ver iiisnl- 
iuos suggestion. Why not become part 
of a great people mid a citizen of (lods 
country'/ Many hesitated to call them- 
selves "Canadians because as such tlu-.^ 
were practically an unknown quantity 
and without recognition or prestige. 

On the other band the apparent in- 
difference of the colonial ofQce to Can- 
adian interests, and the attitude of con- 
descension and superiority assumed hy 
many ISnglisbmen towards CnnndiauH 
was extremely distasteful, and while 
Canada had never once wavered in it-j 
outward loyalty to tireat Britain and 
British institutions, yet there was an 
inward chafing and irritation owing to 
the anomaly of xhc relations with the 
Mother country. As a remedy for this 
state- of afl'airs iu which Canada liad no 
status among nations, and no voice in 
the Empire which controls its outward 
relationship, independeu'-e would seem 
to liave offered a happy relief. If. then. 
Great Britain did not lose Canada long 
ago. it was not of her own doiuc. Un to 
a certain period, very recent indeed, ttu- 
feeling among a large number of her 
statesmen was that the natural detitlny 
of all the self-governing colonies was 
to drop off one by one ainung thp in- 
dependent nations as soon as they had 
reached a ei-rtaiii stage of d.-velopnient ; 
and among that class, too, of wbnm tlu- 
London Times its.-li was the .hiel rx 
poneiit. it ^^■:ls held that the suoii-T lle-.v 
r.-ae)n-d that sl.v_-e the better .t w.ei.d 
be for England, regarding. a<s they (lid.

I do not wish lo paint too ^'looiiiy 
a picture, but there is an (divimis

p<*rial unit.v. When the Iniporiiil Fed- 
eratiion leiiftue first undertook its pro- 
I>aj,'ancla, a few of the more enthusias- 
tiic of its promoters bcfraii I'ormulatiiij,' 
siiiiie sehcnic of federation in which the 
various colouii'S and the .Mother ('oiiii- 
liy uiiulil be represeiiled in an Imiiei-ial 
('■iinneil or I 'a i liaiuent, and who woid'l 
di-.il with matters of Kenei-al Imperial 
interest. It wa-^. however, reco^iiizi'd 
by the wiser iioliticians ami statesmen 
who wore associatiil with the move- 
moiit. that anything' detinite at the mii- 
si-l would prejudice llic cause on ae- 
cuUIlt nf nlijei'lilins that would inev I- 
alily be taken In Ihe det.ails.

Tliese imay be considered without anv 
pnrticuInT rofwncc to their order, sucii 
as a unirform Imperial postiwie, lines of 
trnn.s-1'iifilie ste-unislups from Britis<!i 
Columbia to China, nnd to Australia; a 
fast jVitlaiftic steamship lino lietweeu 
(Ire.'it IMtaIn and Canada; n Piiciiio 
cable; a iirefereut ial tariff amone- the 
din'erent parts of the K-nipire. ;iml, as 
a preliiuinary, a prcfereni;,il i.ai-ilT he- 
tweeii Canada and (Ircii Hritain; and

hope for some one to work up the ma- 
teriails so furuisbed in a readable and 
attractive form for school children. 
There is a ffreat danger, however, 'ii 
iittciuptin;: too much in this lino, and 
school literature from the jKiint of vie.w 
we have been asked to r.'Kiird it, should 
■be considered with the very greatest 
tiossilile care. .Many people, hone.s-t nnd 
■vell-ineanin^r in their way, are too eu- 
llinsiaslic and have rather wronjr ideas 
of ^vliat constitutes true patriotism. 
They imisiaUe jiii>;oisiii and national 
liriile and conci'it for worthy sentiiueiits 
and ideals in our youn^' people. No 
greater iioison could lie instilled into tho 
luinds of youth than thar because wo 
are JJritish or (.'anadiau we are neces- 
sarily till' ).'ri-atest aud liest people in 
the wi<'al. We have a very cousiiicuouK 
illustration of the evils of such n sys- 
tem ill the tc.\t-l)ooks of the United 
.Slates eoneerniug which we Canadians 
have 4iad good reason to complain. 

It is a Ufltional crime to endeavor in 
our school books to muke tlio facts of 
liistory conforn: to statenitMits which 
have for their <diject the tickling of oUr 
national vanity aud individual «olf-co»- 
< eit. Wliile we should ilie ever ready to 
defend our nation against unjust as- 
persiiins, and uiaintJiin our dignity and 
indi'iiendcnco at all costs, it is never 
ncce^s,■lry or riglit to ipervcrt our re- 
<-nrds for such a puriiose. What can- 
unt he defended had ibetter bo maufiilly 
adiniiti'd. True patriotism and fruu 
Kicalness rest not upon assumptions of 
superiority nr iihysical pi-owess, imt ui> 
nil priinei'les of truth, right, frci'ilom, 
h'lnesty of jiiirpose, industry, and vig>- 
oroiis ni.iiihnnd. The ethics of private 
life may \)v taken a> a true slandard for 
tiatinnal life; liec.
